T. LOUIS, October 2.—(Specia!.)— 
S “The United States does not want 
the trade of Brazil!” 

These words were spoken by Coionel F 
M. de Souza Aguiar, the Brazilian com- 
missioner general to the world’s falr, 
when we were discussing trade matters 
this afternoon. We liad been chatting 
about ¢he resources of the two nations 
as we walked together from building 
to building inspec ting the magnificent ex- 
hibits of Brazi! ani were now sitting in 
the Brazilian pavilion. constructed by 
Colonel Aguiar at a cost of $130,000, to 
be his offices during his stay here. 

“You people pretend to want our com- 
merce, but you wil!] not go hulf way to 
get it,” he went on. ‘‘You cannot have 
trade without adequate transportution 
and banking facilities, and as it is, you 
are now relying entirely for these things 
upon the British and Germans. ‘There 
are three lines of slow steamers plying 
between New York and Brazil, but they 
are all foreign and they charge you a 
big tax for freight and exchange, What 
Brazil wants is direct steamship connec- 
tion with the United States. and she is 
ready to join your government in sub- 
sidizing a line of American steamers. 
We will pay half of the subsidy and you 
may pay the other half and take al! the 
profits. We have offered to do _ this 
again and again, but your congress will 
not consent. If those forelgn lines can 
be operated without a subsidy an Amer- 
ican line should certainly pay with one.’’ 
Uncle Sam Brazil’s Best Customer. 

“What does our trade with you amount 
to. Colonel Aguiar?” I asked. 

“It 1s far greater than that of any 
other nation, but the balance is alto- 
gether on our side of the ledger. You 
sel] us twelve or thirteen million dollars’ 
worth of goods.a year, but we sell you 
sixty million dollars’ worth or more. In 
190! you spent eighty million dollars 
upon Brazilian products, buying about 
four-ninths of all we sold. You are our 
best coffee custOmer and our best rub- 
ber customer, and these two staples 
form our chief exports.” 

“What do your sales of these products 
amount to?’ - 

“We annually export about forty mfl- 
lion dollars’ worth of rubber and about 
one hundred million dollars’ worth of 
coffee. You buy almost sixty million 
dollars’ worth of coffee every year, and 
almost all of this comes from Brazil.”’ 


Can We Raise Our Own Coffee? 

“But this will not continue, Colonel 
Aguiar,’ said I, proudly. ‘“‘We now have 
colonies and are going to raise coffee of 
our own.” 

“Your colonies could not fill the spoons 
with which you stir your cups, much 
less the pots’which are now filled with 
Brazilian liquid; and they never will. 
You Americans are among the great 
coffee drinkers of the world, and you are 
drinking more from year to year. Your 
consumption in 1903 was thirteen pounds 
for every man, woman and child in the 
United States, or altogether more than 
ene billion pounds of coffee. What have

GEORGIA ’S PROTEST AGAINST 
FREIGH] RATE DISCRIMINATION 


The determination of the péwers of the Georgia railway commission by the 
federal judiciary, the first step in which procedure is set for hearing by Judge 
Newman on October 8, is pregnant with the nfiterial destiny of the state. 

‘The industrial and-commercial progress of Géorgia is in the judicial bal- 
ance. The confirmation o¢ the legality of the commission's action by the 
United States courts means a free Georgia in its internal trade relations, so far 
as intrastate transportation problems are concerned; the negation of the com- 
mission’s authority through adverse decisions of these tribunals means, unless 
some other way out is devised, the indefinite perpetuation of the transporta- 
tion handicap that has for years put our manufacturers, jobbers and shippers 
generally at a palpable disadvantage in their efforts to successfully compete 
for their own home trade with business rivals outside the state. 

It is hard to overestimate the importance of the issue. Manufacturing, 
jobbing and distributing corporations by scores have been prevented from lo- 
cating in Georgia or have been driven out of Géorgia by reason of the gross in- 
equality and flagrant extortion of the freight tariffs of the railroads traversing 
the state and operated under its franchise. The concerns of the kind that re- 
main find their business limited and their profits ruinously curtailed, although 
the natural conditions for such enterprisegeographical, proximity to the raw 


material, labor, eto.—are all that could be desired. It is simply a case of being 


eaten alive by the common carriers. 

Of course, the grou~ | of complaint has largely to do with interstate-freight 
charges, aad here the discrimination against Atlanta and other Georgia points. 
that have not the benef: of “water competition” is most aggravated and alto- 
gether illogical. But Atlanta and her fellow-sufferers among Georgia towns 
are well aware that no present power of real redress resides in the inter- 
state commerce commis-ion, which fact has led them to seek the relief nearest 
at hand and legally poss:.le through the powers residing in the Georgia railway 
commission. This relici, even if granted and found to be valid, cannot but be 
in the nature of half a loaf, for it does not affect the question of outside trade 
very materially. 

However, it means much to our home enterprises to be in a position to 
command a more extensive home patronage, and enforcement of the revised 
tariff circulars of the railway commission means a largely augmented home 
patronage, inasmuch as distant competing cities have at present a positive 
_| transportation advantag:; on the long haul over intrastate points. It would not 
| be so aggravating, perhaps, if Chicago, New York and other great cities alone 
could enter this market by freight rates that give the local competitor no ad- 
vantage whatever on the short haul, but when smaller towns in neighboring 
states, such as Birmingham and Lynchburg, can enter this market almost, if 
not quite, as advantageously in cost of transportation as points within the state 
can trade with each other, the discrimination is given a discreditable animus 
and becomes simply intoler:.ble. 

This is exactly the situation that Georgia shippers have to contend with, 
and it is a condition that is sapping the life blood in the arteries of our trade. 
It is all very well, theoretically, .tc launch an organized movement for a 
“Greater Georgia,” and for our enterprising, ambitious municipalities to give 
their progressive energies direction through boards of trade and chambers of 
commerce, but what, in practical effect, does this boom spirit count for so long 
as the railroads stand at every gate to levy unjust toll upon every pound of 
traffic that rolls in and out of Georgia?

The shipping interests of G eorgia are varied and widely scattered. Lanter 
freight rates would ena»le many of the smaller towns to establish profitable |

Tt would not seem that anything unreasonable is asked by the state or that 
the action of the raihwey commissior transcends state jurisdietion. It does 
not seem unreasonable for the state of Georgia to take the position that, ex- 
clusively between Geor a points, the railroads in the state shall not charge 
more for local shipments than they charge for shipments carried for outsiders 
between the same points, with the additional leeway granted of 2 cents on the 
hundred pounds agains‘ the home shippers. This would seem to be the whole 
issue involved in circula: 301. 

However, the issue is now in the courts and The Constitution can only 
urge that the people of Georgia support the state railway commission and the 
Atlanta Freight Bureau with every power of legal talent and cumulative festi- 
mony at the!r command, to the end that the whole question, now that the issue 
is squarely joined, be decided on its legal merits in a legal battle royal. 

Whatever may be Judge Newman's decision, the matter will no doubt be 
carried by appeal to the court of last resort. Our chief concern is to have the 
whole matter settled with as little delay as possible, and the power of the rail- 
road commission in the premises finally determined.

{ROSHIMA, Japan, August 26.— 
H esoecia Correspondence of The 

Constitution.)—One object I have 
in visiting the stirring city of Hiroshima 
was to see the large military hospitals 
located here, and study their manage- 
ae Possibly next to Tokio, where 
the military and naval staffs are direct- 
ing operations on jand and sea, just now 
the most important city in the empire is 
Hiroshima. Here the battalions all ren- 
dezvous and take ship for Korea and 
Manchuria. At one time during the first 
days of the war as many as ninety 
‘hovsand troops were here at one time. 
lven now they are coming in whole 
regiments every day, while the return- 
ing transports are bringing the sick and 
wounded from the front, 

Iliroshima is a military camp. But 
‘he soldier boys — so quietly and 
when off duty conduct themselves so 
gentlemanly that you never see or hear 
rowdyism or even boisterousness. Sitting 
in a foreign house, or walking the streets 
of this quaint town, I would never imag- 
ine that a great war was in progress. 
The obedience of these people to rigid 
disciplgne, and ithejr istfndi@ elf-re- 
straint in success have constantly excited 
my surprise and admiration. A number 
of times I have been compelled to sur- 
mise what our American soldiers would 
do under like circumstances. 

Immense ware houses have been built 
here for military stores. The harbor is 
astir night ard day with transports load- 
ing and unloading—loading with soldiers, 
horses and supplies, and unloading the 
sick and wounded from the army now 
beselging Port Arthur, and other points 
where the army has been in conflict with 
the forces of Russia. I counted fifteen 
vessels In vort one afternoon, and the 
next day there were twelve, among the 
mnirmber being several hospital ships. 

Five large hospitals have been built 
here, and one or two others are near- 
ing completion. They are all under Red 
Cross regulations, the Red Cross flag 
floating over them, and every patient 
has the—Red Cross on the white sleeve 
of his invalid robe. Skillful surgeons— 
andi among them are some of the best 
{n the world—are fn charge, and trained 
nurses, Japanese women, in their dainty 
white regulation dress, are in faithful at- 
tendance. The wounded soldiers are 
brought here in hospital ships iftmme- 
diately from the front. Most of the dif- 
ficult surgery is- performed here. Only 
the cases that demand prompt attention 
on the fleld to save life are treated there. 
With all possible dispatch they are then 
sent to Hiroshima. Nundreds arrive by 
@ single ship, and are. placed in the wards 
of thes hospitals which have accommo- 
dations for 7,500. When I tell you that 
the convalescents have to be hurried 
away by train loads to other points in 
order to make room for those coming 
from the front with fresh wounds or 
deadly disease, you may have some idea 
of the Greadful casualties of this terrible 
War. : 

With exceeding. courtesy I was given 
every facility to observe the manage- 
ment of these great hospitals. A Japa-

Comment on Bank Statement. 


New York, October |1.—The New York 
Financier says: 

“The official statement of the New 
York associated banks last week showed 
as the chief features the expected ex- 
pansion in loans and in cash a reduction 
somewhat less than that which was esti- 
mated from the traceable movements of 
money during fhe week.

Wew York, October |.—The volume of 
the dealings in securities has not risen 
to the maximum of the present move- 
ment during the week, bui, nevertheless,

BEFORE ELECTION 


Continued Rise in Stocks the 
Past Week, 


By Robert N. Burnett. 


New York, October !.—(Special.)—Tne 
sentiment creating campaign. as some 
have styled the three months’ rise in 
stocks, was continued during most of 
this week, and some new high records 
for the year were reached. Concurrent- 
ly therewith an old-time practice of 
‘starting up a lot of mills which had been 
shut down was resorted to, to make it ap- 
pear that business was recovering rapid- 
ly. There seems no question that trade 
revival is proceeding more briskly than 
was expected last summer, But i 
open to question whether too much fis 
not being taken for granted, and wheth- 
er production will not be overdone, if it | 
fis continued for any length of time. 

This week’s efforts in stocks were 
largely concentrated on United States 
Steel issues. This was good policy, if 
results were what was desired. Nothing 
except, perhaps, the crops is more close- 
by watched than the steel trade, for 
the public is imbued with the idea that 
this business is the best index of gen- 
eral trade, and that the latter will 
Gourish or wilt according as there is a 
good demand for steel products or the 
contrary. Now, just as the public was 
chilled by the collapse in the shares of 
the greatest industria! corporation in 
the world and business operations were 
checked all along the line, so may it 
be assumed would confidence be stimulat- 
ed by a continued rise in the securities 
of the same company. Many iaughed ax 
the movement when it began at the open- 
ing of the summer, but as it has con- 
tinued right along, with only very smail 
recessions, the opinion is warranted that 
the improvement in the steel trade has 
been much greater than people were will- 
ing to concde. It is an old saying that 
after a long movement in one direction 
few persons are shrewd enough to see 
when the pendulum should swing the 
opposite way—and even if they do have 
intimations of a coming change, the dis- 


position is to think it cannot go far in | 


@p opposite direction. There is no ques- 
tion that the banking interests—or 
gather a small clique of them—have had 
@ strong grip on the market, and that 
they would not let it recede more than 
fractionally, but t the end of the week 
there is great diversity of views as to 
whether the rise in stocks has not been 
overdone—if not, how much further they 
can go.

Election of State Officers Over 
shadowed by Proposed 
Amendments, 


INCREASE OF COUNTIES 
SEEMS TO BE ASSURED 


The Fight of the Day Will Be Around 
the Amendment for Local School 
| Taxation—Vigorous Cam- 
paign on for Rati- 
fication, 


All state officers will be elected and 
four proposed important amendments to 
the constitution of Georgia will be passed 
upon by the people of.the state at the 
polls on Wednesday of this week. 


The clection of officers {s purely per- | 


functory, but there is a great deal of !n- 
terest in many sections of the state con- 
cerning the questions of constitutional 


amendments upon which the people will | 


vote. 


Along with the state house officers 


whose names appear on the ballots to | 


be used Wednesday are the names of a 


large number of judges and solicitors | 


general. In addition to these county of- 
ficers are aiso to be elected. 

Some Georgia counties, where the re- 
publicans or populists are strong, will 
have a lively election day, as there will 


be several candidates for each county | 


office and for the legislative honors. Ex- 
cept for this scattered local interest, 
however, the state eloction, as usual, 


wll be a tame affair, the excitement, if | 
any, coming in thé campaign preceding | 


the primares. 
With the 


wil] be one of vast importance and the | 


success of «11 the amendments is practi- 
cally assured. There are four proposed 
amendments to be passed on by the peo- 
ple. One of these is of universal inter- 
est to the people of the entire state and 
while the other two may not have as 
universal a bearing on the affairs of in- 
dividuals, a great deal of interest has 
been aroused in them and they are close- 
ly connected with the welfare of the 
staie. 
A Maximum Tax Rate. 

The first mentioned of these amend- 
ments is one to fix the maximum limit of 
the state tax rate at 5 mills. This is a 
measure that will doubtless meet with no 
opposition and will be carried unanimous- 
lv. The other two amendments involve 
an increase in the number of counties of 
the state and a change in the law gov- 
erning local taxation for school purposes. 

At present there are 137 counties in 
Georgia and the constitution prohibits this 
mumber being increased. The legis!ature, 
however, at its last session passed a bill 
providing for a constitutional amendment 
dncreasing this number by 8, that is to 
145 counties in all. In connection with 
this another bill, providing for a propor- 
tionate increase in the members of the 
legisJature, was also passed. 

These two amendments are most popu- 
lar perhaps in south Georgia, where there 
aye a number of counties of large area 
which desire to be broken up into small- 
er counties. It is thought, though, that 
sentiment the’state over is largely in 
favor of this amendment, and that it will 
be carried on election day. 

The fourth amendment and the one 
which has aroused the most vigorous 
campaigning of any is that dealing with 
the local school tax. The constitution 
now provides that only counties and mu- 
nicipalities may establish the local taxa- 
tion system by popular vote, and then 
only when two-thirds of the registered 
voters so vote. | 

But the bill passed by the legislature 
provides that this shall be 50 amended 
as to relate to militia and school districts 
as well as counties and municipalities 
and that, instead of requiring two-thirds 
of those registered to carry a local tax 
election, the local tax system shall be es- 
tablished in any county, municipality, 
militia or schoo] district whenever two- 
thirds of those voting shall declare them- 
gelves in favor of it. 

Campaign for Ratification. 

The campaign to secure the ratification 
of this proposed amendment has been a 
strenuous one, for those who favor the 
amendment regard it as of vital impor- 
tance to the interests of common school 
education in this state. The campaign 
has been in the hands of a committee 
of prominent men whose sympathies are 
with the cause of education. This com- 
mittee is known as the educational cam- 
paign committee and has held dozens of 
rallies in all parts of the state. The com- 
mittee is made up as follows: af 

Chancellor W. B. Hill, Bishop Warren 
A. Candler, Hon. Hoke Smith, State 
School Commissioner W. B. Merritt, ex- 
Governor W. J. Northen and Professor 
M. L. Duggan. 


Commissioner Merritt has traveled from | 


one end of the state to the other making 
speeches urging the people to vote for 
the proposed amendment. Se says its 
failure 0 be carried would be a ca- 
lamity of very great proportions. Wher- 
ever he has appeared and spoken the 
interest of the people has been thorough- 
iy aroused and the people have become 
enthusiastic for the passage of the 
amendment. 

The committee has worked in other 
ways. In the name of the committee 
Commissioner Merritt is now issuing a 
pamphiet called “‘A Vote for Progress.”’ 
This pamphlet contains the bill regard- 
ing the change inthe local tax

‘In these institutions the wayward are 
reformed and inspired to do better, the 
orphan is cared for, the widow finds a 
home, the poor and illiterate are tutored 
and the sick are tended and made well. 
To all of these people there is the star 
of hope, invisible as it may seem, that 
inspires an interest in life and makes 
them feel that there are better times to 
come—to allthese inspiration comes, but 
to the one class, those upon whom dis- 
ease has so indelibly impressed itself, 
that even the most skilled in medical 
science, give no more hope and the vic- 
tim is pronounced incurable.’’

people may live on and on, helpless and 
hopeless, dependent alone upon what 
others do for them. 

It was for this unfortunate class of 
people that several years ago a group of 
Atlanta’s philanthropic women started 
in a one-story house on Church street 
Atianta’s first home for ‘incurables.’ 
They could not accommodate the many 
urgent calls made upon them; the little 
houge- became overcrowded; the good 
work of the institution attracted general 
attention, and when the ladies in charge 
made an appeal for funds that they 
might build a larger and more suitable 
building, they met with a generous re- 
sponse from the public. This summer 
they took possession of the present home, 
a substantial prick building, situated at 
the corner of Woodward avenue and 
South Boulevard. 

It is two stories in height and built 
according to the best plans for such an 
stitution. 

From a large porch one enters the long 
room and matron’s sitting room; be- 
dining room, from which opens a pass- 
ageway leading to the kitchen. On the 
left side of the entrance hall are the | 
nurses’ quarters and a ward containing | 
some seven or eight beds, all memorials 
endowed by well known people. 

Upstairs is the main ward for women, 
and one the same size for’ men, and an 
isolation ward. There are several beau- 
tifully equipped memorial rooms, a dis- 
pensary, linen room and similar apart- 
ments. 

The wood work throughout the house is 
in white, the daintily covered beds are in 
white, the floors shine in their cleanli- 
ness and there is an air of peace and 
cheer about the place that make it a 
restful retreat for the afflicted inmates.

London, October !.—The cotton opera- 
tives’ strike at the Curzon Mill, Ashton- 
under-Lyne, which has been responsi- 
ble for so much riotous disorder in the 
borough, is essentially a women’s strike. 

With grey shawls on their heads and 
heavy clogs- on their feet,  shrilled 
voiced women lead the angry mob of 
Strikers in their attacks on the non- 
unionst operatives who have replaced 
them at the mill. 

Men there are and in their thousands. 
but they play only a second part. The 
@ggressors are the women, and in the 
roaring crowd which thronged the streets 
yesterday treble was the dominant note. 

This is Wut in 
Spirit of modern Lancashire. There the 
Woman is equal to the man. earns the 
Same wages, belongs to the same union. 
@nd often it is the man who keeps the 
house and minds 
woman is earning the bread. 

All day yesterday the mob, headed by 
Shawl-enshrined Amazons, and number- 
ing many thousands, paraded the streets 
of the town yelling vengeance against 
employers and police, and now and again 


making desperate attacks on the houses ?

Women Attack Women, 

The appearance of a non-unionist in 
the streets was to the mob as a red rag 
to a bull.

wouldna strike a jot of men, only women 
and childer.”’ 

The wildest scene took place when the 
non-unionist women again left the mill 
In the armored omnibuses for the rail- 
wav station. A crowd, greater even than 
that of the previous day, awaited them 
outside the gates. The shrill cries of the 
women completely drowned the hoarse 
shouts of the men as the mob hurled 
execrations and imprecations at the wo- 
meén who had supplanted the strikers. 

Again the omnibuses were armored 
with wooden planks, and again a guard 
of mounted policemen with drawn cav- 
alry swords surrounded them. Dozens 
of policemen in uniform and others in 
plain clothes, clutching thick sticks with 
curved handles, tried to force the mob 
to keep moving, but their efforts were of 
little avail. 

Hail of Stones. 

The women waved their shawls. 
from under the cover of these the men 
hurled stones at the vehicles as thev 
sped through the town. The women 
Inside could be seen peeping out with 
white, frightened faces, and as the stones 
struck on the boards their shrieks of fear 
could be heard amid the roar of the 
rushing clog-ciattering mob which fol-

Boycotted Shopkeeper. 

Already the shopkeeper has been rigor- 
ously boycotted by unionist operatives, 
and a strong guard of police has patroll- 
ef the street night and day to protect | 
him from violence.

Four operaiives refused to. obey the 
empluyers’ instructions.

HE Old Testament abounds in rural 
scenes, quaint and fascinating.

That is the style of man God delights 
to honor.

STRIKING LONDON COURT SCENE 


WRITES OF A 


> 
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By Rev. Len G. Broughton, 


London, ‘Sept. 14.—(Special.)—Today 
has been an interesting day. Accompanied 
by the Rev. Albert Swift, the pastor’s 
associate at Westminster chapel, I at- 
tended court and witnessed the trial of 
about one hundred “passive resisters.” 
I am sure your many readers will be 
interested in the proceedings. 

These “‘pasgsive resisters’’ are men and 
women who refuse to comply with the 
new school tax act. This act is held by 
them to the strict violation of the prin- 
ciples of religious liberty. It prohibits 
all but established churchmen from teach- 
ing in the public schools. It forces the 
schools to teach the creed of the estab- 
lished church to all pupils. It forces the 
teacher to throw his influence with his 
pupils against the free, non¢onformist 
churches. It allows the Roman Cath- 
Olica, however, the right to conduct their 
schools without governmental = super- 
vision or even inspection. Moreover, the 
government appropriates money for the 
Roman Catholic schools. The bill was 
framed by a Roman Catholic cardinal and 
held by him to be a victory over non- 
conformists. 

This is the measure that is playing 
havoc here today. There is nothing like 
it. The demonstration that I witnessed 
today.is one which I shall never forget. 
The court convened in. the council 
chamber of the Campbell Green district. 

Promptly aft 10 o'clock a great crowd 
of men and women assembled at a church 
“near by for prayer. A few moments be- 


fore 11 they adjourned to the court room | 


and all. of us marchtd in a body. By 
special permission I sat with the resis- 
ters—criminals.

The court finally decided that the 
individuals would not be allowed to say 
anything in their behalf, except just a 
sentence showing their reason Yor not 
complying with the law. The court said 
it had made up its mind on the whole 
situation and did not propose to change,

stand a trial without being allowed to 
make our defense? We would just ‘bust’ 
the business, that’s what we would do.” 
All but two of the number summoned 
had property and the collectors were or-

Recent Excavations at Carthage. 


One of the most important architectual 
constructions of the Roman epoch has 
|recently been found at Carthage by M. 
egpeqeaed a well known explorer. This 
iis thei theater where Apuleius held his 
|conferences—which is often mentioned by 
‘Tertullian and Augustine. The edifice 
appears to have been built at the begin- 
ning of the second century A. D., and was 
afterwards destroyed by the Vandals. It 
;was often confounded with the Odeon, 
jrecently uncovered near. by, and was sup- 
iposed to have been entirely destroyed, 
|The present excavations now elucidate 
this problem. The structure {is preserved 
‘in a fairly complete state, buried under 
|twenty-five feet of earth. Its dimensions 
‘are colossal. Before long’ it is hoped 
ithat statues and various ornaments ana- 
\logous to those which were discovered in 
11900 on the site of the Odeon may be 
(found. A fine oval cameo representing 
| the head of Pallas-Athene, bearing a hel- 
|met, has already been brought to light

BOUT seven miles northwest from 
Sparta, and frontirlg one of the 


4 public roads of Hancock county, 
etiii stands -the old Mount Zion ehurck.

Site of Mt. Zion Academy 

The place is famous as the site of 
the Mount Zion academy, founded in 
i8i2 by Rev. Nathan 8. 8S. Beman, 
D.D., and presided over by him for a 
few years and afterward for a muth 
longer time by his brother, Rev. Carlisle 
P. Beman, D.D. Nathan Beman grad- 
uated in 1810 at Middlebury college, Vt., 
with first honor. He immediately en- 
‘tered the ministry of me Congregational 
church, and was for two years pastor 
at Portland, Me. 

Mr. Beman visited Washington, Wilkes 
county, Ga., in 1812, where he met 
Joseph Bryan, a gentleman of weaith 
ang culture, who had moved from Con- 
necticut to Georgia some years before 
and settled in Hancock county. Mr. 
Bryan invited Mr. Beman to his home, 
and induced him to move to Georgia. 
Mr Beman organized a Presbyterian 
church, which was called Mount Zion, 
and on the first Monday in December 
1812, opened a school. The church, 
school and village, Which grew up around 
them, were all calied Mount Zion. 

Nathan Beman brought with him 
Georgia a younger brother, 
Beman, then [7 years old, who entered 
the school both as pupil and assistant 
teacher. In !815 Carlisle returned to 
Connecticut and matriculated at Mid- 
Miebury college, from which he also 
erdduated in !8!18 with first. honor, as 
his brother had ten years before. In 
1820 Carlisle Beman returned to Geor- 
gia and took charge of the male dc- 
partment of Mount Zion, while his 
brothas, Nathan, took charge of the 
female. department. This order contin- 
ued about two years. when Nathan Be-

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| RELIGION IS GIVEN RECOGNITION AT WORLD'S FAIR - 


Many Denominations Have Homes for Their Members at 5t. Louis—Some of the Church Homes Are Described | 
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Chapel in the Filipino Weservation. 
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Swedenborgian Chapel at the Werld’s Fair. 
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Reproduction of the Mosque

St. Louis, October 1!.—(Special.)—The 
one great intellectual feature of the 
world’s Columbian ewxposition of 1893 
was the international parllament of re- 
ligion, a convention of all creeds and 
all sects, a convention that was assem- 
bied In the hope of bringing about at 
least an intellectual harmony in the re- 
ligious beliefs of the world. 

It is more tfian probable that the dele- 
gates to the convention as well as the 
visitors at the daily sessions went away 
with a stronger conviction that they, 
and they alone, were in the right. Cer- 
tainly this is the usual result of relig- 
fous discussions, and in the past elever 
vears the world has seen no great 
change in the religious thought or prac- 
tice of the individuals and the nations 
concerned in the great parliament of 
religion. 

The great intellectual event of the 
Louisiana Purchase exposition is the In- 
ternational Congress of Arts” and 
Sciences, one section of which is devoted 
to comparative religion. However, this 
is not the only recognition given to the 
great subject of religion at the world’s 
fair. According to the early plans, there 
was to have been a great temple among 
the large buildings, in which religious 
services might be held daily during the 
exposition period. This was only one of 
the many plans that, for one reason or 
another. were discarded. 

The next plan was that each church 
should erect its own propaganda house, 
not a church in which to hold religious 
services, but a sort of world’s fair home 
for the denomination, and an unobstru- 
sive means of disseminating its doc- 
trines. Only two ef the “two-and- 
seventy jarring sects’ actually erected 
these exposition homes. One of them, 
bearing the name, “Disciples of Christ,” 
over its portal, is on the eastern slope of 
Art Hill. It is a comfortable octagonal 
building containing a great, many statis- 
tics concerning the church that was 
founded by Alexander Campbell, and 
especiaMy the educational and missior 
ary work done by the church societies. 

The other propaganda house is that of 
the church of the New Jerusalem, the 
ehurch founded on the revelations and 
the writings of Emanuel Swedenborg, 
that great Norse seer whose visions 
seem to afford the ony rational interpre- 
tution for many of the obscure passages 
of the Bible. It is a neat frame build-
